a trying climate. The advantages of the 
willow in cities located like Chicago have 
long been evident. It is the first tree to leaf 
in spring and the last to drop its leaves in fall. 

It matures earlier than any other variety,

As a shade-tree for towns and cities in our 
climate and soil, it has advantages which the 
superior attractions of other varieties in mat- 
ter of looks cannot offset.

A QUESTION OF HONESTY. 


Henry Ward Beecher’s Brother Maintains 
that It Is Honest to Pay United States 
Bonds in Silver. 

Thomas K. Beecher in the Christian Union. 

Two distinct questions are often lumped in 
one and discussed endlessly, One question at a 
time is a good rule. The two referred to are 
(1), Is it honest to pay United States bonds in 
silver coin? and (2) Is it expedient so to do? 

I majntain that it is honest. Whether expe- 
dient or not is anuther question. At this pres- 
ent writing I deal with the honesty question 
exclusively. This questfon lics fairly within my 
domain, as a teacher of ethics and religion. | 
am vo intruder. 

By statute (Feb. 25, 1862) the entire revenue 
of the United States, raised by duties on im- 
ports, was declared payable in coin only. This 
revenue, thus gathered, was set off and conse- 
crated to the payment in coin of interest on 
bonds. 

At that date (1862) the “ coin ” of the United 
States was notoriously and legally silver anda 
gold. . 

By act of Congress (Feb. 12, 1878) the silver 

dollar was dropped from the list of coins; leav- 

ing the half, quarter, dime, and half-dime un- 

changed as to weight and fineness. . 

The pame act defined a very rare and incon- 
venient gold coin, to weigh 25 8,10 grains (nine 
parts gold and one part alloy); and named it one 
dollar, and declared it to be the unit of value.“ 
Hence: Coin“ obligations of the United 
States negotiaced since Feb. 12, 1873, are paya- 
ble in gold coin. 

Coin obligations negotiated before Feb. 12, 
18738, are payable in silver or gold coin at pleas- 
ure of the payer,—in both cases, because the 
payment must be in coin as defined by statutes 
in forcé at the date ef the neg@iation.

THE INDIANS. 


Movements in the Black Hills—Depredations 
in Sonora—Fears of Trouble in Idaho. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Dgapwoop, D. T., Dec. 24.— Three companies 
of the Third Cavalry, under command of Mai. 
Evans, arrived at Spearfish yesterday. Four 
companies of the Eleventh Infantry, Maj. 
Bartlett commanding, arrived at Crook City to- 
day from the Cheyenne Agency. They report 
following the trail of a large body of Indians 
for several days, estimated at 700, traveling 
north. Between i00 and 200 Indian ponies are 
in Spearfish Valley, believed to haye been stam- 
peded by the whites from the camp of twenty 
lodges of Indians in Bear Lodge Mountains. 
The military are waiting for orders. 

Dzrapwoop, D. T., Dec. 24.—Companies E. I, 
and K, Eleventh Infantry, in command of Maj. 
Charles G. Bartlett, arrived at Crook City last 
eveving, from the Chevenne Agency, via the 
Fort Pierre route. Maj. Bartlett reports that, 
though often hearing of Indians along the road, 
he saw none. His command crossed the Indian 
trail at the Chevenne River crossing that led 
northwest, and he expresses the opinion that 
the Indians who committed the depredations in 
this vicinity have gone to the Little Missouri or 
Tongue River. 

San Francisco, Dec. 24.—A Tuckson dis- 
patch states that about 180 Indians were camped 
near Janos, in Sonora, recently. The Sonora 
troops attacked them, — twenty-seven 
killed aud a number wounded. The Indian 
casualties are not stated. The Indians were 
apparently victorious, as they subsequently 
stripped the country in the vicinity of Janos of 
stock. The Indians have been robbing traius in 
San Simon 2 Troops are in pursuit. 

Sart Lak. U. T., Det» 24.— Col. John E. 
Smith, commanding Fourteenth Infantry, sent 
to Fort Hall, Idaho, to investigate the threat- 
ened war with the -Bannocks, has made a de- 
mand for the surrender of the Indians who 
murdered Alex Rhoden at Ross Fork. They 
promise that they will deliver him, but it is not 
believed they will doit. They are well armed 
and well mounted, and insolvent. it is thought 
they will make trouble in the spring.

WHEAT SUPPLY AND CONSUMPTION. r 

A member of the Clticago Board of Trade calls 
attention to the statements made by the New York 
Produce Exchange Weekly relative tothe volume 
of home grain deliveries of wheat in Great Britain, 
and consumption there. The New York authority 
places the home deliveries at 2,874,764 quarters 
for the twelve weeks ending Nov. 24; which should 
be 2,302,284 quarters, according to British esti- 
mates. This ¢rror of 482,480 quarters makes an 
important differgnce in the situation, and enables 
us to account for the fact that daring last Septem- 
ber and October the stocks of wheat in Liverpool, 
Glasgow, and Bristol decreased 138, 496 quarters, 
befng only 520,042 bu the let of November, while 
the stock of flour was decreased by a quantity 
equal to 52,800 sacks of 280 lbs each. 
With such a deficient crop as that of the United 
Kingdom in 1877 is represented to be, only les ving 
60, 000, 000 for consumption, the farmers cannot 
deliver on the same basis as on a good crop. If 
the estimate of the crop be anywhere near correct 
they must have celivered, in the first twelve 
weeks of their crop year, one-third of the quan- 
tity harvested. 7 
The New York authority places the consumption 
at 411. 000 quarters weekly; while other equally 
good authorities place it at 430,000 quarters, 
basing the estimate on the last census of 33, 800, - 
000 people. It would seem, however, that even 
these figures are small. Mr. James Caird finds 
that the average annual consumption per head 
during the last pight years was 355 pounds, against 
311 pounds for the eight years preceding. This 
argues a contiquous growth, which would make 
the present conpumpfion fully 6 bushels per capita 
per annum. ‘ 
Again, their deliveries of 2, 302, 284 qrs, deduct- 
ed from their total crop of 7, 500, 000, would leave, 
on Nov. 24, 5,107,716 ars in the hands of their 
farmers, and, placing their cofsumption at 425, -

RESUMPTION AND SILVER. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcago, Dec. 24.—In presenting the argu- 
mentsjin favor of the remonetization of silver, 
has not a most pertinent reason been overlook- 
ed? In view of supposed resumption of specie 
payments being undertaken, the question is, 
Will the use of silver aid or assure the under- 
taking! The gold that may become available 
from custom receipts, the sale of bonds, for re- 
sumption and redemption purposes, will pro- 
Wide only a part of the requisite coin; add to 
this fifty or one hundred millions of silver and 
silver bullion for which certificates couid be is- 
sued, aud then, with the confidence that must 
be incorporated, would not the banks and the 
Government find resumption a possibility to be 
maintained without suspension, when with gold 
alone being used it would not be ible? 

All the true friends of resumption must know 


that, by the remonetigation of silver, and | 


the confidehce assured thereby, resumption 


would become possible, when without the em- 


ployment of silver resumption would be impos- 
sible. The Government might pay gold down 
to 8300, O, 000, and then sell bonds to fund the 
balance; how would this aid the banks to re- 
sume! *. would not receive gold for their 
Treasury-notes, and, in all cases of disturbed 
confidence, their deposites would be drawn 
and if the bank having $100,000 or $1,000,000 of 
circulation could take care of their notes out- 
standing, how could their depositors be paid in 
coin withont a quantum suflicient within the 
eontrol of the bank to pay or ward off the 
drafts? 

Let the banks use silver and accumulate coin; 
then they may entertain resumption as possible, 
and without the remonetization of silver, how 
can they do sof The Government will not be 
able to aid banks, as the 6350. 000,000 required 
to resume payment of coin for the Treasury- 
notes will only be about 6200. 000, 000, and the 
balance to be reached by funding aud confidence. 
The funding may occur, but the confidence will 
not be assured, as the fact of a shortage in gold 
coin for resumption is so well known and 
realized. The only mode of providing the 
shortage is by use of silver. Does any one su 
pose that a bank that is prepared to resume fa 
silver coin will be driven tothe wall! No, sir! 
The banks that can meet open resumption 
must have the aid of silver, and all the requisite 
confidence in their solvency beside, to weather the 
storm. 

And hence, for this, if for no other 
the remonetization of silver should be the first 
work of Congress upon the return of the mem- 
bers to the Uapital. 

The President should favor this action, and ff 
for avery short period, pending the apprecia- 
tion of silver under the demand that would then 
exist for its use, the Secretary of the Treasury 


should not receive bids for 4 per cent bonds, the 


bidding would soon follow, and the refunding 
of the 5 and 6 per cents at a low rate of interest 


would go forward, resumption of specie pay- 


ments will have been accomplished, and the 
dawn of better days at hand. 

Let us have the silver tining to the clouds of 
darkness that now surround ~*~, and brighter 
days will come.

PRAIRIE TREE-PLANTING. 


Bensible Advice in Regard to Tree-.Piant- 
lug—Wiliow the Best Tree to Plant. 
Mr. Jesse W. Fell, of Bloomington, who 
speaks from experience, has written two timely 
and interesting letters in regard to tree-plant- 


ing,—one to the Hon. Leonard Swett, of Chica- | 


go, and the other to the editor of the Sioux City 
Daily Journal. As they cover the same topic, 
we print the latter: 

Nonna, Dl., Dec. 15, 1877.—Zditor Stour 
City Daily Journal; As near as Lean recollect, it 
has overa year since 1 promised to give you 
some account of the results of my experiments in 
Northwestern Iowa with various kinds of timber, 
the unds upon which I prefer the white willow, 
r with a statement of my mode of planting, 
etc. AslI feel a deep interest in whatever pertains 
to the i ment of r part of the great and 
— orthwest, as ell intelligent minds 
concur in the importance of timber- raising to pro- 
po that end, pardon me for not sooner redeem- 

my promise. 

s youagre probably aware, in the years 1870 
and 1871, representing a company of Bloomington 
men, of which I was one, I broke up, in Lyon 
County, Iowa, the centrai forty on each of nine 
sections, located in a square form, and on the next 
two su ing years commenced setting ont trees 
and cuttings. ore recently, on the section and 
half section limes, in and arvuud this three miles 
8 we broke up and planted about forty miles 
of willow hedging, which, added toabont four 
miles done by other parties, made forty-four 
miles. the spring itis our purpose to plant 
sixteen es more, when, in and around said 
three miles square, there will be planted about 100 
acres of forest trees and sixty miles of hedging, 

altogether the = extensive planting I 
know of in the State on any qual amount of land. 
True, from neglect, the fires have injured and 
partly destroyed a good deal that we have planted, 
but the ampunt left, in different stages of develop- 
ment, is utas above stated. The size of these 
trees, numbering many thousands, varies from 
three to thirty feet high, as you may have learned 
from our mutual friend. Thomas Thorson, Esg. 

In making these plantings, [ have experimented 
with varions kinds of trees, inclading white wil- 
low, box eider, soft maple, cottonwo white ash, 

‘honey locust. black- walnut, chestnut, 
osage orange (for b „ European and Ameri- 
can larch, white tch pine, arbor vite, 
Norway and black spruce, etc. Withont goin; 
into an examination of the merits and demerits o 
these various kinds of trees, I wil! simply state 
why I pat the willow at the head of the lust for gen- 
era bade e ee Its easy propagation from 
cattings or dy the laying down of poles; its perfect 
hardiness in that climate; its rapid growth; ite 
hdaptawon to either wet or dry ground; the 
strength and durability of ite timber; its reproduc- 
tion from the stamp when cut down, no matter how 
old the tree may be when cut; ite freedom from 
suckers from the roots; ite exemption from all 
diseases, 80 farasI know from more than sixty 
years’ observation; its large growth, and yet its 
— aad of being gee st to a hedge, or, more 
properly speaking, a 6 e, ete. 

A volume might be written in the discussion of 
these various points, but I will restrict myself to 
stating wherein it is to be preferred to the cotton- 


wood, which, as you know, is its chief competitor 
for ular favor, and thus far much the most cul- 
ti in your neighborhood. In hardiness and 


rapid gro they are about — — In some local- 
ities or kind of soil, I am willi to concede the 
more rapi wth of cottonw ; but. in others, 
1 moist and wet lands, the willow 
takes t lead. In perfectly dry ground, 
—— 7 it is otherwise, and yet I have now 
tore me a section of a tree grown in Wiilard’s 
Grove, at Larchwood, which is just such ground. 
showing & growth in four years of six and one- 
uarter inches in diameter, or One and one-balf 
nehes for each year. This, too, from a cutting 
ust one - fourth of an inch im diameter when put in 
he ground. A young cottoowood of equal size, 
having roots, seldom grows as fast; if putin asa 
cut it is the general 9 that a large 
majo of them perish, Ust the willow cut- 
tings, if properly handled, almost always grow to 
be trees. But the most marked difference exists in 
the relative value of the two kinds ef wood when 
grown. As every one knows, the tonwood is 
a very light, weak, and perishable w quickly 
burnt. ttle strength, of no value for 
u post, and very short-lived as a rail. On the 
contrary, whilst for purposes of fuel only 
white willow is not greatly better. for strength and 
durability itis vastly so. In nee, from whence 
it was, in the 1800, imported into this cown- 
try by Lrenee Dupont, —grandfather of;Commodore 
Dupont, of Delaware, —its wood is extensive! 
worked up into trunks and other articles in whic 
strength, combined with ligutness and elasticity, 
is desirable. As to its durability, Chambers’ 
Encyclopedia, an English authority of great relia- 
bility a: It is remarkably durable, especial- 
* situations, although light and soft.” 
(Here not very soft.) It was anciently used for 
shields. Cork-cutters and others employ it for 
whetting s#harp-edged implements. It is very 
tough. It ia used for making paddies for steam- 
te, because it wears better in water than 
any other kind of wood.” In rega to 
its growth and size, the same authority says it is 
ok large size and remarkably rapid growth. . 
. It attains a height of eighty feet, and ws 
0 rapidly that a cutting has been known to be- 
come a tree of thirty feet in ten years.”

A FEARFUL SWING. 


A Perilous Adventure in a Coal Mine. 
Chamber? Journal. 

The “shaftmen’’ at our collieries are -select- 
ed for their physical strength and pluck, in ad- 
dition to the skill and practical knowledge re- 
quirea for their particular work, The incident 
we are about to relate will show how severely 
the former of these qualifications may at times 
be tested. 

The work of these menis confined to the shaft 
of the pit, and consists mainly in repairing the 
„tubbing“ or lining of the shaft, stopping 
leaks, or removing any obstructions interfering 
with the free passage of the sup and down 
the pit. The coal-pit at N-——has a double shaft, 
divided by a drattieing, or wooden partition. 
These divisions we call A and B. Two cages 
(the vehicles of transport up and down the pit) 
ascend and descend alternately in shaft A. At 
a certain point the shaft is widened to allow the 
cages to pass each other, and their simultane- 


} ous arrival at this point is insured by the ar- 


rangement of the wire ropes on the winding- 
wheels over the pit-mouth. The oscillation of 
the cages is guarded net by wooden guiders 
running down each sideof the shaft, which fit 
into groves in the sides of the cages.
